Vhe 15th the King receiv’d by 
anextraordinary Courier from Spain, a Confirma- 
tion that the Duke of Orvleans pals'd the Ebro near 
Cafpe the 6ch Infant, wi:h 36000 Men,of which 
are Horfe, and march’d towards Tortofa. {he 16. 
an Exprefs from Rouffillon brougat Advice, that the 
Duke de Noailles with itis Army pafs'd the Tech 
the 8ch Inftant, march’d over che Hills of Pertus into 
the Lampourdan without Oppofition , would make 
a Halt of fome Days for the coming up of his Can- 
non, which could not be drawn over thofle Hills 
without great Difficulty, and then purfue his March 
to Girone. The 15th at Night, the Marthal de 
Viliars arriv’d here, and the next Day went to Ver- 
failles: faid he conforms bim{elf with all pof- 
fible Submiffion to the King’s Pleaiure; yet cannor 
forbear owning that he is uneafie at his being Or- 
der’d to Dauphine, which is a Country be does nos 
know, nor is he acquainted with the Trocps he is 
to command there; whereas he bad form’d greac 
and glorious Projects againft Germany, and had 
flatcer’'d himfelf he thould execute them with the 
more Facility, becaufe he knew the Country per- 
fe&ly well, and how far to depend upon an Army 
that lov’d him and had been us’d to his Methods of 
AGing.
